The 
Waggoner was drawn Whipping his Horſes, 
and the King of England at one of the hin- 
der Wheels, endeavouring to Thrult it along 
with his Shoulder; but to no Purpoſe : The 
Waggon was loaded with the 7% and Penal

Much about the ſame time, ſome body, 
very full of Invention, made another Picture 
of a Coach and Six. Father Peters was the 


Coach-Man, and Vill. Pem the Quaker, the 


Poſtilion. The Coach was full of Devils, 
and the Great Devil in the Head, bidding 
the Coachman drive apace down with the 77% 
and Pena Laws. Behind the Coach was drawn 
a Biſhop of the Church of Exgland, fixing 
his Hands and his Feet in one of the hinder 
Wheels, ſo that it could not move, either 
backwards, or forwards. Behind the Biſhop 
was the King, whipping him with a Scourge 


til the Blood came; but for all that the B- 
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ſbop would not let-go his Hold. An Emblem 
that Biſhops, in thoſe Days, could ſuffer Per- 
ſecution for the ſake of Religion. 


William Penn holding forth one Day, be- 
fore thoſe Lambs of the Lord the @nakers, 
took an Occaſion to tell them, how ſe- 
verely they had been Perſecuted by the Penal 
Laws. even to the Loſs of Goods, Coats, nay 
and ( loaks alſo: But that now they were 
happy in Liberty of Conſcience by Royal 
Favour, and therefore that they could do no 
leſs than, at the King's Requeſt, take off the 
Teft and Penal Laws. Which he told them 
would not only oblige the Kg, but redound 
to their everlaſting Liberty, No ſooner had 
he done, but up-ftarts another, who told 
them, that what Vill. Pm had faid, was 
true, that they bad been Perſecuted to the 
Loſs of Coats and Cloaks, bat let me tell you, 
ſays he, Take away the Penal Laws, and 
we ſhall loſe our Skins too, 


A Gentleman in Lent came to the Swan 
Tavern, over-againſt Somerſet-Honſe, in the 
Strand, where he met a Friend and a Popiſh 
Prieſt with him. The Prieft among other 


Things began to Diſcourſe how that the Ro- 
man Catholicks keep Lent very ſtrict, by Ab- 


{taining both from Wine and Fleſh - Says 


the Gentleman, Sir, or Father, Ill hold you 


a Bottle of Wine, that none of you who 


pretend to keep Lent, do it; but eat Fleſh 
once or twice in the Time. P. Fll take you

P. Yes. Gen. Then you eat Fleſh, and con- 

ſequently do not keep Lent.

Sept. 23. 1688. It has been reported ever 
ſince the Birth of the P. of V. that the Dutch 
have been making great Preparations toAſhſt 
the P. of O. to make a Deſcent upon Eng- 
land, and that they are now upon our Coaſt. 

24. *Tis faid the Dutch have block'd-up 
ſeveral of our Sea-Ports, ſo that none of our 
Ships can go out or in: That they have 
threeſcore Sail of Ships in Number, and that 
Ten thouſand Duteh-Men are Landed with 
the Pr. of Orange at the Head of them, mak« 
ing towards London. It is alſo reported, 
that if any Reſiſtance is made, the Ships 
with the remaining Part of the Army are to 
aſlault the Sea-Port Towns, and the Prince 
is to maintain the Battle by Land: That he 
pays the Soldiers Quarters very juſt, where- 
ever he comes; That he fights no Body, but 
comes peaceably and quietly along onwards 
to London. 3 

26. The Prince of Orange ſent ſeveral 
Queries to the King, and deſir'd his Maje- 
ſty's Reſolution of them.

conſent to his taking off the Teff, and Penal 
Laws? 

27. Tis confidently affirm'd that the 
French had a Deſign to have Landed, in or- 
der to Re-eftabliſh Popery, but that the Dutch 
prevented them : That the Datch have had 
a Skirmiſh with the French, and Sunk ſeven 
Men of War; That the Dutch are Three- 
ſcore thouſand ſtrong, and have Horſes, 
_ and all Accoutrements fir for a 

ar. 

28. The Biſhops came and proffer'd their 
Service to his Majeſty, and told him they 
would venture their Lives and Fortunes for 
him and their Church; but one of them took 
the Liberty to tell his Majeſty, that he had 
brought himſelf into a fine Premunire by the 
Advice of his good Council, and that he 
would aſſure his Majeſty, it would never be 
better with him, till Feferyes and Peters were 
taken out of the way.

This day tis reported that the Biſhop of 
Bath and Vells is made Arch-biſhop of Can- 
terbury. f 

Tis ſaid that the King, being perplex d 
about the Council's ill Advice, and the com- 
ing of the Dutch, the Queen came to his 
Majeſty, and Advis d him to behave bimſelf 
like a Man in this Calamity, to which he made 
no Reply, but bid God Damn her, and the 
reſt of her Gang, for 'twas by them he was 
brought nto that Trouble. If that's Truth, 
let any one tell a Lye if he can. 

They ſay that the Biſnop of London, who 
was ſome time ſince Suſpended, might be re- 
ſtored to all his Places, but that he refuſes to 
be Reſtored. 

They ſay the Queen goes to Portſmouth 
on Monday, with the Pr. of Wales, and thence 


to Rome, in order to put herſelf into a Mo- 
naſtery. 

The Great Lady which was to be Fin'd a 
thouſand Pounds tor ſaying, that the Prince 
of Wales was brought into the Queen's Bed 
Chamber in a Warming-Pan, fled to Holland.

1ſt, 1688. *Tis reported the King 

had a Letter ſent to him by Five Biſhops, 

and that his Majeſty being out of the way, 

the Queen receiv'd it, and read it, and then

That the King on the Diſcovery of his 
ſending the Broad Seal to France, would fain 
have gone out of the Kingdom with the 
Queen, but that the Council told them, if 
they did, they {ſhould never return again: 
They proved afterwards as good as their 
words. 

That the Lord Mayor, with the Old and 
New Aldermen, went to wait on the King, 
and offer to ſerve his Majeſty both with 
Life and Eſtate: How they did, it is well 
known. 


zd. The King, upon the Lord May- 
or's and Aldermen's Addreſs to him, Was 
pleas'd to reſtore their Charter to them, 
ö which they had forfeited; for which they 
= cauſed the Bells to be Rung, and other de-

4. Tis reported that the Prince of 
Wales is dead ot the Small Pox; and that his 
Majeſty has taken away the Commiſſions 
from all the Officers of a whole Regiment 
of Foot.

6. *Tis reported that the Citizens find- 
ing their Charter had a Claufe in it, which 
impowered the King to remand it, upon 
ſome particular Defaults (which they call'd 
at pleaſure) very civilly ſent it back again, 

and would have none, unleſs they had their 
old one, without Reſtraint ; and that upon 
this the Lord Chancellor went in the King's

This day they report that one 
hundred thouſand Iriſb are landed at Portſ- 
mouth, in order to drive down Liberty and 
Property ; and that the King ſhould ſay, he 
would grind the Hereticks as ſinall as 
Powder.

Alarm'd the Citizens, that they roſe in Arms, 
and declar'd, that ſince the bi were land- 
ed, they would not leave a Papiſt in the 
Nation.

This day. came ftrange News from 
the North, that the 9co Horſes which the 
Duke of Newcaſtle diſcover'd in Torkſbire were 
Metamorphos'd into Nine thouſand Men, 
all Arm'd Cap-a-pee, for the Service of the 
Prince of Orange, as ſoon as he ſhould land. 

Others ſay that a certain Fellow having 
bought ſixteen Horſes, and hearing that Horſes 
went off at a good rate in the North, rid to Tork- 
ſhire withthem; and as he paſs'd thro' a Market 
Town, he cry'd Oranges and Limons. Another 
Feilow my very Curious and Suſpicious that 
they were for the Service of the Prince of O- 
range, cauſed them to be ſtopt, and ſent word 
to the King, which occafion'd the Rumour of 
90 Horſes being taken. For 16 by vulgarMul- 
tiplication will eaſily become Sixty: and ſix- 
ty by Arithmatical Progreſſion, will in mo 
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become an Hundred ; and an Hundred mul- 
tiplied by nine will make the Number of 
Horſes the Report is of. 

On Sunday laſt Captain Tom, alias the Mob, 
diſturb'd the Chappel in Lyne: ſtreet, where- 
upon the Prieſt went to the Lord Mayor, 
who adviſed him to ſhut up the Chappel, 
till the Rabble was appeas d. But he would 
not. Next day the Rabble came again, and 
the Prieſt ſent his Footman for his Lord- 
ſhip twice, before he would go. When his 
Lordſhip came, the Prieſt took the Liberty 

to tell him, that he wonder'd he would not 

come when he firſt ſent his Footman for him, 
and that he would acquaint the King with 
it. To which his Lordſhip reply'd, that if 
the Prophet's Aſs had ſpoken to him, he 
ſhould have taken it as 2 Call, but as for his 
Footman, he would acquaint the King he 
had nothing to do with. 

12. *Tis aſffirm'd on all hands that the 
intended Maſſacre will be either on Sun- 
day or Monday next. | 
13. Some report that the Lord Dart- 

mouth has ſent a Letter to the King, to In- 

form his Majeſty; that the Seamen wall not 
fight the Dutch. Others ſay, that they will 
loſe their Lives for the King's Majeſty. 

That the Fellows of St. Mary Magdalen 
College in Oxon, are to be reſtor'd to their 
Fellowſhips the next Week, and that the Bi- 


ſhop of Vincheſter has Commiſſion from the 
King to reſtore them. 
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That the Ladies which were at the Queen's 
Labour are to give in their Depoſitions con- 
cerning the Birth of the Prince of Vales, in 
order to ſatisfy the Nation. 

That the King expects the Prince of O- 
range to Land to morrow, and deſigns to Head 
the Army himſelf, and has nominated Two 
of his Chaplains to attend him. | 

14. Tis reported that a Captain 
Man took-up a Letter in St. James's Park, 
which threatned the King, that if he drew 
out his Army never ſo ſoon, he ſhould find

This day we had the fol- 
lowing Account of a Jeſuit, who went from 
England to Holland, ſome time before the 
Prince of Orange made his Deſcent into Exg- 
land, in a Diſguiſe, pretending himſelf to 
have belong'd to ſome Nobleman, whom he 
left upon the ſcore of Religion. The Prince 
entertain'd him at hisCourt.But hehad not been 
there above fifteen days, before a Gent len. an 
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chanced to come to Court, who knew the 
Jeſuit, and took the Liberty to aſk the Prince 
how he came to admit that Man into his 
Court, aſſuring him that he was a Jeſuit, 
and qhar he himſelf had been with him at 
St. Omers. And to convince the Prince that 
he was certainly the Man, he told him he 
had a great Cut behind his right Ear. Upon 
this, it was agreed, that the next time the 
N came, the Gentleman ſhould ſalute 
im by the Title of Father; which he ac- 
cordingly did. But the Jeſuit deny'd it, and 
was going to take his leave, when the Gen- 
tleman pulling him by the Peruke, it ſtrait- 
ways fell off, and diſcover'd the Cut in his 
Ear. The Prince ſeeing this, threatned the 
good Father with immediate Death, if he 
would not Confeſs the Occaſion of his Com- 
ing. The Father not at all caring to go to 
Heaven in a String, told him there was a 
Deſign againſt Holland, England, Scotland and 
Ireland; and that if he would ſtop the Packet 
Boat, which was juſt then going off, he might 
diſcover the whole Plot.
